CASTLE QARDER TR TRICKS

His parents are well-to-de -people, 
and before he left home his father 
gave him $1,000 to support him in 
America in case he failed to obtain 
employment. Besides the money he 
also had in his possession two large 
trunks filled with brand new clothing. 
As soon as he arrived at the Garden 
he announced that he was bound for 
San Francisco. He was approached 
by an agent who asked him where he 
was going. Rammer told him, and 
the : sgent i spon if he had bought his 
ticket yet. The agent asked him to buy 
a ticket in Castle Garden. Rammer re- 
fused to do this. The agent told him if 
he did not buy his ticket in the Garden 
}he would not be allowed to proveed 
on-his journey. When he finally re- 
fused to have anything whatever to 
do with the agent, he was told that 
unless he botght a ticket in the Gar- 
den he would be arrested and de- 
tained as a-prisoner. That afternoon 
Rammer was appproached by two offi- 
cers, who took him to the examination 
room and examined him. They made 
a report to the commissioners, accord- 
ing to Ranmner’s story, stating that 
cousidering the large amount of money 
that he had in his possession, it was 
not advisable to allow him to go out of 
the Garden :anprotected, as he was 
likely to be robbed or swindled. They 
stated that he was quite ignorant and 
not capable of taking care of himself. 
On reading the report of the inspectors 
the commissioners of immigration or- 
dered that Rammer be detained as a 
prisoner on Ward’s island. The case 
was vesterday stated before the Su- 
preme Court on a demand for habeas 
corpus. Rammer will in all probabil- 
ity be bronght before the court to-day, 
where. he will be given a chance to

Orrawa, Janu: 28.—Sir John Thomp- | 
son, Minister of Justice, was seen to- | 
day in reference to the new extradition 
treaty between Great Britain and the 
United States. The members of the 
Government, including himself, 
thought it a satisfactory selution of the 
long-vexed problem, and one that 
ij would probably be accepted and en- 
dorsed by the Senate, in sympathy, as: 
it was, with the Republican Adminis- 
tration. 

The treaty, as drawn up by Secre- 
tary Rlaine and Sir Julian Paunce- 
forte, did not differ materially from 
that negotiated by Secretary Bayard, 
except the clauses relating to whut 
were called “‘political offenses’’ were | 
eliminated. The treaty, however, | 
added a large number of crimes “to, 
those included in the treaty of 1842. 

So far as the Dominion Government 
was concerned no difficulty was antici- 
pated in accepting the treaty. They 

were satisfied with it, though it did 
not go as far as they woutd have liked 
on one or two points, and would 
willingly acquiesce in its adoption.

HAIR CLOTH, 


Which Can Not be 
Dyed. 
The Upholsterer says: Many peo- 
ple understand, of course, how hair 
cloth is made, but for the edification 
of those who do nut we will explain 
the process. In the first place, horse 
hair cannot be dyed. It repels color- 
ing matter. So to make black cloth it 
is necessary to secure natural black 
hair. The lrorses, in many cases ab- 
solutely wild, running unrestrained, 
are regularly corraled and shorn, Of 


course, black hair is preferable, but 
sometimes gray stock is utilized. Not

cut; the hair is bunched. These 
bunches seldom contain hairs of less 
length than two feet—some even three 
and a half feet—and the thickness of 
the bunches is usually two or three 
inches. The hair-cloth looms are p:o- 
vided with what we may calla nipper 
in place of a shuttle, and the nipper is 
so finely actuated that it travels across 
the warp and seizes from the bunches 
one hair only, the jaws of the nipper 
being too fine to grasp more than one, 
and carriés if across the weft threads, 
dropping it Into its exact place. The 
action of the loom mechanically forces 
the ‘hair pext to its predecessor, the 
warp’ ¢rosses upon it, snugly holds it 
in its pla@, the nipper travels back 
and seizes another, and so om and on. 
The delicacy and almost hnman ac- 
curacy with which each separate hair 
is placed between the warp threads is 
really incredible. 
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New Style of Locomotive. 

The compound locomotive for the 
Baltimore & Ohio R. R., recently

Add to physique, carriage and 
clothes the manner in which a man in 80 
social a life as the army acquires, and it is 
seldom that he comes knocking at the bare- 
ay hail-closed door of a susceptible heart 
that it is not flung wide to welcome him. 
The military man, poor as he is, is wel- 
comed with cordiality in all the higher 
walks of Itfe. While among civilians on 
duty, or when.on leave of absence, he is 
tbrown among the fairest. women of the 
land, and he, of course, proceeds to fall in 
love. The father who smiles on him would 
frown on a clerk with the same salary. 
The paternal mind is at rest about the 
daughter's social standing. Compunctions 
do assail the officer when the object of his 
adoration 1s the center of a devoted family, 
living in idleness.and luxury | He pictures 
her enduring hardships, and shuts his 
heart against temptations. How often 
i have heard them say: “How could | have 
the effrontery to esi a girl to endure our 
ifef’’ and yet in the end they alldo.

xzrace to mention that there are trials. The 
vir! usually tells him, in a wise little way, 
no life is without its trials, and in accepting 
him makes him sure an existence with him, 
no matter hew hard, is preferable to a life- 
time of luxury without him. 

The prize he gains is a pretty, accom- 
plished, agreeabie girl who knows literally 
nothing of the practical side of existence; 
who very soon after her initiation to the 
piains would give all her knowledge of the 
piano in exchange for the secret of bread- 
making: she would barter her skill with 
the brush and pencil for the gift of an ex- 
pert needle, or the power to cut and model 
wne simplest garment. Nevertheless, with 
ner charming head, empty of all that per- 
tains to the prosaic side of life and its 
grind, she is still a prize.

to an army ambulance folowing in the dusty 
trail of-a long line of slow-moving wagons 
carrying supplies to a distant territory? 
And yet this isthe history of so many brave 
women thatI can hardly glance down the 
page of an army register and find one name 
exempt. Since the lines of the Pacific roads 
are finished, overland travel has of course 
greatiy diminished, but there are still iso- 
tated posts where the bride of a military 
man will in all probability maze her home 
at one time or another. ; 
it may not be generally known that it is 
.n# policy of theGovernment to give each 
regiment five years’ tour of duty in a de- 
partmént. Circumstances change it to two 
years and, even after a year in one terri- 
tory, unexpected orders transfer troops to 
tne Gu!f.of Mexico or California, perhaps. 
A young army woman holding up her rosy- 
tipped fingers to tell of the stations in which 
she has lived finds, even when she is but a 
oew campaigner, that her fingers give out 
in keeping tally. 

Governments forget that there are such 
biessings as domestic life among those who 
serve. While a woman looks about her 
plain quarters, in Texas, and congratulates

The wind- 
storms shrieked around the ambulance, 
rocking it in its violence, or tore the canvas 
of the tentin its fiercefiess with just the 
same fury that it did the lumber wagon of 
the frontiersman. The sun scorched and 
the rain soaked the military pioneer just as 
itdid the brave man who sought a new 
home. There was this to be said for the 
pioneer: When he finally located he need 
not move again, unless from some untoward 
circumstances. With an officer the march- 
ing was “from sun to sun,” and, like a 
woman's work, it ‘‘was never done.’’ Some 
may suggest that the military wife had not 
the ever-present fear of Indians in her 
journeyings that the wife of the pioneer 
had. But she had, though.. We have, even 
now, with peace brooding over the land, a 
very small army. 

A few years since there was an immense 


frontier to protect, and often our brave 
little army was divided up so that small 
knots of men had to be marched from one 
post to another through the very worst of 
the Indian country. The garrisons even 
were too small for safety, and behind an 
insecure log stockade our men have heard 
the orgies, the threats, the insults of the 
foe. There was never any let up to a wom- 
an’s fears after she left the railroad and 
civilization. In one respect the army wife 
had the advantage of the pioneer women. 
A soldier was allowed each officer as serv- 
ant, and they cooked, so that the military 
woman who could eat what they cooked did 
not have to put her eyes out with the smoke 
of acamp-fire, or struggle with wet wood 


and a hurricane of wind to prepare the daily 
meal... 

In our life there was no gradual leading 
up to any thing. It was a@ succession of 
plunges the whole life through. 

For instance, one day a pretty, delicate 
bride plighted her vows under exotics and 
inthe midst of affluence: In three short 
days, possibly less, she was sitting in an 
ambulancé traveling slowly over the West- 
ern divides. It was not the enthusiasm of
